(OPA) administrator to determine 
what specific changes in the 
(price) regulations may be re- 
quired by the decision of the 
board.” 

Many Decisions Expected. 

This means, OPA officiala 824d, 
that if the board orders re-estab- 
lishment of controls, OPA will 
defer until tomorrow or Thursday 
afy announcement of what the 
einge will be. 

Prior to Porter's action, any 
eontrola restored by the board 
would have become effeative to 
morrow, Thus, OPA would have 
had to follow up the board's an- 
nouncement immediately with a 

achedule of ceiling prices, 
rue two-day postponement also 
will apply, OPA said, in the un- 
Wkely event the board faila to 
make a ruling on one or more 
ef the five ategories of commod- 
ities.

Unless the offer ia reported, 
Carroll said, the would-be briber 
“blithely goes his way” and “he 
eventually does find some poor 
sucker who will play ball with 
him," 

Recently a ranking regional of- 
ficial wan offered several thou 
sand dollars, Carroll reported, ang 
turned it down, The prospective 
purchaser went to a lesser em- 
ploye “to whom he turned over 
$1100 and from whom he received 
his pound of flesh, namely, sur- 
plus property.”

NEW YORK, Aug. 20 (AP) = 
United Atates District Judge John 
Bright yesterday awarded a judg- 
men’ of $347,607 to the Office of 
Price Administration, which had 
sued for that amount alleging the 
American Tobacco Co, engaged in 
over-oelling sales of Tacky trike 
cigarettes between Deo, 1, 1043, 
and July 1, 1044. 

The over-celling sales, allegedly 
made to wholesalers, jobbers and 
distributors, resulted from a 
change in the allowance to din- 
tributors from 3 per cent to $1.25 
a case of 10,000 cigarettes which, 
Judge Bright held, increased the 
price 55 cents a cane,

that the incident was a “wicked, 
inexcusable and deliberate attack 
on a friendly nation's plane which 
Wan lost in a storm.“ 

In discussing the two attacks, a 
spokesman within the Yugoslav 
government sald today that “out 
pllote did the right thing.” 

“They did nothing which was 
not in co-ordination with our own

Marshal Raymond Reed of 
Nyesville arrested Shatto Satur 
day night after a scuffle with 
Mhatto over Reed'a refusal to 
allow him to drive his automobile. 


Then he put Shatto in jail and 


went for a doctor to treat a 
head cut suffered in the struggle. 
While he was gone, the men re- 
moved the jail, 

Sheriff Oliver later rearrested 
him on a charge of disturbing the 
peace and imprisoned him in the 
aturdier county jail here, Bhatto 
got out again after the man who 
filed charge Ferris Francis, an 
operator of the Hl night club 
near here withdrew the charge 
because “Shatto is his mother's 
sole support.”

Hie pointed out the difficulties of 
avoiding occasional flights over 
Yugoslav territory, especially in 
bad weather when visibility is 
poor, He compared the situation 
with what might frequently hap- 
pen along the Canadian and Mexi- 
ean borders, and emphasized that 
Gewa which found themselves in 
such a situation of those borders 
would receive help rather than 
hostile actien 

Cites Fighter Attack. 

The latest American note sald: 

“It would be assumed that the 
authorities of Yugoslavia would 
wish to render a maximum of 
assistance and succor to aircraft 
of a friendly nation when the lat- 
ler are foreed by the Hass rs of 
navigation in bad weather over 
dangerous mountain barriers to 
deviate from their course and 
seek bearings over Yugoslav ter- 
ritory, 

“On the contrary, Yugoslav 
fighter aircraft have seen fit 
without previous warning te take 
AgKkreasive action against such « 
United States transport plane, the 
identification of which was clearly 
apparent from ite markings, and 
have forced it to crash-land after 
wounding one of its passengers. 

“Hubsequently, Yugoslav author- 
ities have detained the plane, ita 
crew and passengers and refused 
to permit American consular of- 
ficern access to the plane or per 
sonnel until apecifice representa 
tons were made by the United 
ae embassy to the latter ef- 
act 

Gieiting Good Treatment, 

"Finally, no reply has been 
forthcoming to the embassy's re 
quest that the crew, passengers 
and plane be released from deten 
tion and the personnel permitted 
to depart from Yugoslavia with- 
out delay,” 

Acheson quoted diplomatic oft. 
Claln as reporting the crew was re- 
celving good treatment,

One of the first persons to ven- 
ture into the radioactive waters 
of Bikini lagoon after the under- 
water atomic bomb explosion last 
July 25 was T. Sgt. Frank I. 
Wolf, St. Loula engineer as 
signed to the radiological safety 
section which safeguarded lives 
of those engaged in the expert 
ment, 

Letters from their son have 
given Mr. and Mra, Loula Wolf, 


117 South Maple avenue, Webster 
Groves, a vivid account of the 
drama and suspense in the bomb 
teat, 

Wolf, who ia 22 years old, re- 
celved hia chemical engineering 
degree from Washington Univer- 
sity in 1944, and spent 16 months 
at Oak Ridge, Tenn, In a apecial 
engineers’ detachment engaged in 
processing uranium for bombs be- 
fore being transferred to the Pa- 
le, 

Three days after the underwa- 
ter explosion, Wolf wrote a long 
letter presenting hia impression 
of the undertaking. ‘There had 
been considerable uncertainty as 
to whether meteorological condi 
tiona would permit condueting 
the test on schedule, he related, 
The decision wan made 24 hours 
in advance of the explosion, 

The lagoon patrol to which 
Wolf was assigned waa transferred 
to the UAL, Appling, whieh left 
the lagoon on the afternoon of 
Baker minus one (the day before 
the teat) and cruised in elireles un 
til the time for the explosion, 

At 8:05 the next morning, Wolf 
wrote, a loudspeaker proclaimed: 
“Thirty minutes to How Hour.” 

“At 8:08," he continued, “we had 
a watch check, All watches were 
set and we were apfain informed 
the How Hour would be 37, 

“T could see the target ships as

WARREN WAS MISQUOTED 
ON CONTRACTS TESTIMONY 


Subsequent Attack on Him by War Board 


Based on Statements Erroneously 
Attributed to Him.

WASHINGTON, Aug, 20 An 
walling the “testimony” of Comp- 
troller, General Lindsay C. War- 
ren as a “calumny” and “abso- 


lutely untrue,” the War Contracts 
Renegotiation Board directed moat 
of its fire yesterday at a atate- 
ment which was widely but er- 
roneously attributed to Warren in 
his recent testimony before the 
Mead committee of the Senate, 

Newspapers generally, relying 
on the reports of major press an- 
sociations and their own report- 
ers, quoted Warren as having tea- 
tified that billions regained by the 
Government in renegotiation of 
war contracts had subsequently 
been given back to them by re- 
negotiation officers, 


What Warren actually teatified, 
an thin reporter related last week 
in a series on war Waste, Was that 
the money saved hy renegotiation, 
“and more” went back to con- 
tractors on termination of their 
contracts, 

The two are very different proc- 
nge, Renegotiation was han- 
dled by the War Contracts Price 
Adjustment Foard, Contract get 
tlementa were handled by the 
separate Office of Contract Net- 
tlement, 

What Was Actually Said, 

What Warren actually testified 
at the committee session, as shown 
by the atenographic record, was: 

"It is all very well to talk 
about the billions collected in re- 
negotiation, What I would like 
to know is how many billions were 
wiven away on contract termina- 
tions.” 

He was asked by the committee 
counsel: 

"You mean the same billions 
saved by renegotiation may have 
been given back to contractors at 
contract termination?” 

“That and more,” replied the 
Comptroller General, 

At another point, while Warren 
and the committee counsel were 
discussing the point further, 
Warren did, inadvertently, use the 
word “renegotiation” when he 
meant “termination.” In almost 
the same breath, however, he cor- 


‘rected himself, 


Mirror of Reporters. 

The error made originally was 
an error of newspaper reporters. 
The Post-Dispatch, which used a 
preas association report of War- 
ren's teatimony, was among the 
papers which published it. This 
writer, in a dispateh last Thure 
day, however, said: 

“This may be a good place to 
clear up a misconception which 
arose about the Comptroller Gen- 
eral'a teatimony before the Mend 
Committee, Major press associa 
tons, and many reporters for in- 
dividual newspapers, quoted him 
as saying that billions had been 

iven away in renegotiations of 
contracta, 

Generally speaking, but not al- 
ways, renegotiation resulted in a 
lower price to the Government ans 
contractors found by experience 
that they could do the work for 
less than they thought, What 
Warren teatified wan that the 
money saved in renegotiation and 
more went back to contractors on 
termination.” 

Warren did not ask press faso- 
clations and newspapers to correct 
the original error. He ia in North 
Carolina on vacation now, but a 
copy of the renegotiation board 
statement had been sent to him 
by his staff., It waa ald at his 
office here that it was unlikely he 
would reply to it, 

The renegotiation board's attack 
on Warren's “teatimony" Was ad- 
dressed to Benator James M, Mead 
(Dem.), New York, chairman of 
the apecial Inveatigating commit- 
tee which heard the comptroller 
charge that “untold billions” had 
been wasted on war contracts, 

It was signed by Brig. Gen. 
Maurice Hirsch, chairman, and 
five other members, John R. Paull, 
Kdwin I. Marker, Norman I., Hur- 
ton, Raymond Eberly and George 
P, Luce. 

Hoard's Miatement, 
"If an operation, well and fairly 


conducted, is not vigorously de- 


: 


fended from unjust aspersiona, 
whether intentionally or inadvert- 
ently. directed against it,” the 
board declared, “then the Govern- 
ment may, in the event of other 
emergencies, find it difficult, ik, 
indeed, not impossible, to secure 
the services of men of the charac- 
ter and ability requisite for the 
proper administration of its stat- 
utes, 

"Unfortunately the thoroughly 
essential and justifiable inquiry 
into the disclosure of isolated in- 
stances of wrongdoing ies frequent- 
ly made the basis for general and 
even universal suspicion and cen- 
sure, As heartily as we subscribe 
to the former, with equal earneat- 
neus We deplore the latter. 

“We know of nothing that could 
more seriounly affect public mo- 
rale than loose, unfounded and 
unjustified generalities of con- 
demnation and indictment made 
by persons in high official posal 
tion,” 

Renegotation and Taxes, 

Failure to challenge the test 
mony” of the comptroller, the 


board added, would be to stigma- 
tise the “vast number“ of con- 
tractora who had co-operated con 
acientiously in attaining objectives 
of the renegotiations law, 

Renegotiation of contracts 30 
far, the board went on, haa recov- 
ered for the Government about 10 
billion dollars, and even then con- 
tractors would have had to pay 
back in taxes, about seven billion 
of that, had there been no recogni- 
tons. 

In their operations, the state 
ment said, renegotiation boards 
found that what they did recover 
in excess profits represented for 
most part “expansion of produc- 
tion for war, praiseworthy savings 
in coats, and other factors which 
are commendable, rather than sub- 
ject to condemnation,

What Warren did say about re- 
negotiation, in his testimony, was 
that GAO, in the absence of fraud,

Previous Confession, 

Yesterday Beatty voluntarily 
confessed stabbing Miss Nelson on 
a secluded road in Kickapoo Btate 
Park Sunday night, His firat 
aigned statement confessing the 
killing gave no motive, 

In the first statement, Wayland 
reported Beatty said: “I wasn't 
mad at her and I wasn't jealous, 
and I had no motive, We weren't 
in love,” 
told him he planned the crime for

Back at the county jail, Beatty 
wae confronted by his wre 
mother and his stepfather, a rail 
road worker, 

“Mom, I killed Lols Nelson,“ he 
said. 

“You couldn't do that,” said the 
mother, 

„Well, 1 did,” the sheriff said 
Beatty replied firmly, 

1 Was considered “a re- 
spectable young man,“ Wayland 
said, and had been having dates 
with Mies Nelson occasionally. 
Both were in the 1943 Danville 
high school graduating class, Mine 
Nelaon, an active Lutheran church 
worker, was an office worker in 
a glove factory,

noon with her father, Arvid Nel-

Europe’s Huddled Masses 


President Truman, it is reported, will ask Con- 
treu for legisiation to permit entry into the 
United States of 50,000 displaced persons, includ- 
ing Jews, from among the hundreds of thow- 
ande of Kurope's homeless and oppressed, This, 


. surely, i a mall enough contribution toward re- 


lieving the misery of Central and Southeastern 
Kurope, 

The move ia sa obviously worthy and right 
that every precaution should be taken to pre- 
vent it from becoming a political issue, The way 
to prevent this Is to make ft a bi-partisan objeq- 
tive. This ean be done by obtaining commitments 
from congressional leaders of both the Demo- 
cratic and the Republican parties, as was done In 
behalf of the United Nations, 

There is no question, of course, of the capacity 
of the United States to absorb Immigration or 
of the beneficial effects of the immigration, In 
the Western states alone, there is half as much 
undeveloped agricultural and mineral land as 
supports the 14,000,000 people of Denmark, Nor- 
way and Sweden, Alaska has even greater por 
sibilities of settlement, And, judged by Europe's 
standarde of density, the well developed sections 
of the country could stand more population than 
they now Have. 

As late as 1914, thie country opened ita gates 
40 1,200,000 tmmigante in a Single year, and aa 
late as 1024 it received 700,000. The total im- 
migration quota for the Kastern Hemisphere 
has been limited since 1924 to about 154,000 a 
year. Actually, however, the number of immi-

The fate of 
lesa than 1,500,000 persona is involved, and the 
United States, in co-operation with Canada, 
Avstralia, New Zealand, the Union of South 
Africa and a few other under-populated aréas, 
could without embarrassment take care of them 
all. 

It will be far better for the United States to 
heatir herself for this sort of solution than idly 
to berate Great Britain for limiting immigration 
into Palestine. Aw a matter of fact, Great 
ettain has permitted Palestine immigration to 
exceed the agreed quota by about 6600 a month 
for the past several months though she has 
fuiled to follow the recommendation of the Brit- 
ish-American Commission to admit 100,000 addi- 
tional Jews, 

In approaching the Palestine problem, Britain 
must take into consideration the views of the 
60,000,000 Arata in the Middle East, For Soviet 
Russia is feverishly trying to alienate the Arabs 
from the British orbit. When the Soviet attache 
in Palestine jesues a statement that Zioniem is 
an impertaliut-capitaliet campaign to set up a 
middle-class state in Palestine, and that Palestine 
belongs to the Arabs, the strength of Russia's 
bid for Arab support is evident, 

For the mass of Jewish displaced persons, 
Palestine is no more the ultimate haven than it 
ia for the 600,000 antiCommunisat Poles Who 
cannot return to their terrorized homeland, The 
adlution Iles in finding homes in other lands 
where there is room for, Europe's “huddled 
masses, yearning to breathe free,"

Sumner Welles was bringing the lesson the 
Closest home when he said that unless other 
American republica of the Western Hemisphere 
are allowed to take part in the peace-making, 
the United States eannot expect their loyal sup- 
port in a time of efisis. What he said of the 
nations of the Western Hemisphere ia equally 
true of the nations of the whole world, 

As a practical matter, the spadework in peace- 
making probably had to be done by a «mall 
group of countries, If all 61 of the United Na- 
tions had taken a hand from the outset, they 
would have gotten in each other's way, and babel 
would have resulted. 

But the method should have been recognized 
as a necessary evil, and replaced by truly demo- 
cratic representation at the very earliest mo- 
ment it waa practicable, Failure to do so brings 
about a perilous paradox: UN, by exclusion of 
a majority of ite members from the peace table, 
is actually fostering the old spheres-of-influence 
system which it seeks to supplant with interna- 
tional co-operation, 

Every nation excluded from the peace-making 
has only one recourse left—-to seek a friend at 
court, The Big Two-Britain and the United 
States for one, ande Russia for the other—have 
become in effect rival candidates for selection 
by excluded nations as their friend at court. 

As the New York Times reports concerning 
Foreign Minister Molotov's speech on the sub- 
ject of Italy: “The implication, . . was clear: 
those nations that ‘played ball’ with the Soviet 
Union would find a powerful friend, in con- 
trast to the ineffective moral support given by 
the United States to those countries-—notably 
Italy—which remained outside the Russian 
aphere.” firitain and the United States have 
similarly made their bid for selection by ex- 
cluded nations as their champion, The war- 
mongering practice of choosing up sides has 
not been eliminated; it has merely been taken 
into the UN, where undemocratic procedure is 
encouraging ita growth, 

At some point long before now there must

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The Conditions of Disaster 

The trash was inflammable: it was placed in 
an inflammable paper box, under a utility shaft

poned inspections, But excuses in the face of

The Board of Aldermen last month strength- 
ened the fire code as a reault of a Chicago hotel 
fire which swept upward through open shafts 
and killed 61 persons. Marshal Kamman has 
strong law behind him and the possibility of 
tragedy ahead, When is he going to muster all 
his authority against the fire menace?

Refore Bikini, the world stood in awe of 
thia new coamile foree which, concentrated 
in ons rather mall package, could destroy 
a large city, kill and maim hundreds of 
thousands and bring the surrender of an 
army of 6,000,000 men without the firin 
of a shot, . 

Since Bikini, this feeling of awe haa large- 
ly evaporated and has been supplanted by 
a aonne of relief unrelated to the grim real- 
ity of the aituation, Having lived with a 
nightmare for nearly a year, the average 
citizen ie now only too glad to grasp at the 
fiimalest means that would enable him to 
regain hie peace of mind, 


Bombs by the Thousands 


Me had expected one bomb to sink the 
entire Binini fleet, kill all the animals 
aboard, make a hole in the bottom of the 
ocean and create tidal waves that would 
be felt for thousands of miles. Me had even 
been told that every One participating in 
the test would die, 

Minee none of these happened, he ia only 
too eager to conclude that the atomic bomb 
ia, after all, just another weapon, Aa such 
it ja a problem concerning only the military 
and nothing for the average citizen to be 
worried about. Or so the average citizen 
feels, 

The Bikini tests diverted, at least tem- 
porarily, the world's attention from the 
greatest danger that had ever faced it. 


What the reports on Bikini by the Press- 
dent's evaluation boarda did not emphasize 
ia that future Wars will employ not atomic 
bomba aingly but by hundreds and thou- 
gands. 

Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer, under whore 
direction the bomb was developed at Lan 
Alamos, N. M., has testified that in the not 
too distant future atomic bombs will he enry 
to make and will cost no more than §1,- 
000,000 each, There ja enough uranium and 
thorium in the earth's crust to manufac. 
ture them by the thousands, once adequate 
planta have been built, 

While the seoret of thelr manufacture ta 
possessed largely by us, it will take only a 
relatively short time, five to 10 years, be- 
fore other nationa will have it, 


Effect on Sea Invasions 


The Bikini tests have ylelded another lea- 
non of utmoat significance to our strategiste 
that ia not- touched on in the reports to the 
resident. Watching the cloud ef death 
that aprenad over the Bikini fleet, this ob- 
server considered it obvious that amphibi- 
ous invasions auch aa that in North African, 
Italy and Normandy would become impo 
sible against an enemy possessing atomic 
bomba, 

A few atomic bombs exploded in the air 
and under water would not only sink all 
the invasion craft but also kill every man 
aboard them. Those who by miracle might 
excape the blast and heat would surely die 
by the inviathlé, all-penetrating radiation, 


Mad the Germana possessed an atomie 
bomb, they would not have had to wait un- 
til the invasion got under way, They could 
have deatroved alt England before the In- 
vasion could be organised, 


Another vital fact must be impressed on 
the public mind and on some of the world's 
statesmen whe atill seem to think and tatk 
in terme of preatomie diplomacy, The 
atomic bomb ta not primarily a tactical 
Won pon against navies or task forces apread 
out over several miles of ocean but the 
ideal terror weapon, to be used atrategical- 
ly for the wholesale destruction of cities, 
industries and populationa, 


The Scientists’ Warning 


In the case of an atomic war againat the 
United Btatea, an enemy could well afford 
to ignore the existence of our Navy at ses. 
Prof, Oppenheimer has teatified that a 
rain of atomic bombs could wipe out 40, 
000,000 of our population in one night. 

Buch an attack would destroy moat of 
our vital industrial centera and the in- 
duatries where the sinews of war are pro 
duced, including the ahella for the Navy's 
kuns, torpedoes, electrical equipment and 
all the thousands of items of parapherna- 
lia without which a modern navy could not 
exist. It would also destroy the harbors 
to which all shipa must eventually re- 
turn, the naval bases and the naval supply 
depute 

Deprived of these, ships at sea would be 
left completely helplean after their supplies 
of ammunition, food and fuel had been ex- 
hausted. 

It must alad be remembered that it ts 
not likely that atomie bomba would be 
dropped from an airplane at high aititude 
or be astrreptitiously planted below the 
surface, The development of the V-2 rocket 
makes it more probable that before long 
the long-range guided missile, hurtling at 
59000 miles an hour at altitudes of several 
Miles, would he the holes method of deal- 
ing swift death to cities and populations. 


These are the sober facts that the peo- 
plea and satateoemen of the world must keep 
conatantly in their minds, They must learn 
to heed the scientists“ warning that no de- 
fanse against the atomic bomb ia possible 
other than the elimination of war and the 
effective international control of atomic

The G.l.s Made Their Dream of What Postwar Life Should Be Come True

THE SOLDIER-ARTIST AMIO HYPO BOTTLES, FILM PACKS AND THE

NEW YORK, Aug. 20. 

REAMA of a post war bus 
Doses. where one could be his 

own boss, come in to work at 
10 o'clock in the morning, take 
two hours for lunch and have an 
ex-colonel for an office boy, 00 
cupied a great deal of the space- 
time thinking of qur soldiers and 
sallora during war years. 

However, the world being the 
realistic and conventional place 
it is, most of these happy 
thoughts that idied away the 
boredom of waiting for pommerning 
to hurry up and happen remaine 
only day dreams when uniforms 
were exchanged for civilian at- 
tire, 

Wight former enlisted men, ar 
tists and photographers from the 
staff of the Army magazine, 
“Yank,” have achieved something 
akin to this idyllic dream in a 
reconverted second floor loft at 44 
West Fifty-fourth street, Ape 
clalising in photographs, lay-outs, 
story and advertising Miustrations 
@nd cartoons, they have managed 
to combine, in what waa formerly 
a storercom, something like the 
informality of “You Can't Take It 
With You,” together with the bus- 
iness of making a comfortable 
living by selling their talents to 
the nation’s leading magazines. 

Tt all started back in 1943 when 
one of the art staff at “Yank 
came to work with a horrible 
hangover, or “wracker,” as it was 
known in Army journalistic circles, 
After making sure that the ser 
geant knew he was at work thins 
particular artist felt in the need 
of some sleep, The only avaliable 
place was one of the shelves in the 
darkroom, The photostat boy, 
working in an adjoining room, 
was slipped a quiet Suck in return 
for the promise to keep an aye 
out for any wandering brass, 

It couldn't have happened any- 
where ole but in a low budget 
“quickie,” but that particular 
morning was chosen by the Inspec- 
tor General's office to hold a flash 
inspection of the “Yank" offices. 
accompanied by the colonel in 
charge of the magazine, the LG. 
began his tour of the office, look- 
ing for whatever an 1G, looks for 
on an inspection, The photostat 
boy was out spending his buck for 
a short beer and missed passing 
the word. The door to the darle 
room was opened by the colonel, 
and there, stretched out in all the 
agony of his hangover, waa the 
soldier-artist, amid the hypo bot- 
tles, film packs and the like, 

Keeping an icy presence of mind 
the colonel gaily announced to the 
LG. that “it looks as though the 
night shift went off duty early this 
morning.” 

Later in the day the soldier and 
the colonel had a short chat, and 
a week later the Tank“ staff 
gathered to tender a farewell 
party for him in view of his 
suddent transfer to the South 
Pacific, 

"The recreational activities on 
some of those islands left an 
awful lot of time for thinking,” 
this 11 artist, once again 
a civilian, sald yesterday, 1 got 
to thinking of a little studio of my 
own where I could lie down and 
go to sleep on the darkroom shelf 
any time I wanted to without 
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someone taking it as a 
affront to their dignity. 
Out of this thinking came let 
tera back to the “Yank” art staff 
in New York, and gradually the 
idea became a postwar project. 
Vor no apparent reason, except 
that it sounded more high-toned 
than Hatten, Barton, Duratine and 
Osborne, the project acquired the 
incorporate title of "“Slawson, 

Dawson, Hobba and Decker,” 
The original plan called for 
leasing a fancy brownatone house 
in the Murray Hill seetor where 
the entire ank“ art department 
eould continue working, but this 
time for money, The plan was to 
have a room set aside for each 
artist, with several large rooms on 
the first floor to house a bar, 
record player and various other 
amusements, Further dreams in- 
cluded an annual “Mlawaon, Daw- 
eon, Hobbs and Decker“ party 
each year for all the art directors 
in the New York area. This was 
to be atrictly a mereenary affair 
and would be #o announced on

The real estate situation being 
what it la, they finally settled for 
a rundown loft over a garage at 
their present Vifty-fourth Street 
address, 

Firat thing needed was a saky- 
light, so the eight partners in the 
project chipped in and hired a 
contractor for §400 to a 
one, The contractor, once hired, 
waited through a full week of per- 
fect weather before he started to 
work on the job, Then he cut 
hia hole in the roof, That night 
there was a cloudburet, Dil Fer- 
ria, who was a combat photog- 
rapher for ank“ in the Pacific, 
and his wife, Martha, stayed up 
all night putting pots, pans, pails 
and G.I. cana under the hole to 
catch the water, which threat- 
ened to erode the ancient atruc- 
ture down to the alse of a dog 
house, Wiventually the contractor 
finished hie work, and then the 
group set about with some paint 
and scrub brushes to make the 
place habitable, 

Today, five months after they 
firat moved in thelr drawing 
boards and darkroom equipment, 
the studio ta a first-class work- 
Shop. 

“There are minor reservations, 
of course,” sald David Shaw, for- 
mer art director for Tanks“ 
Rome edition. 

These minor reservations take 
the form of an aspiring female 
opera singer in a nearby apart- 
ment; a band rehearsal studio 
next door which specializes In rent- 
ing its halla to loud Harlem jan 
combinations, and a ballet school 
on the other side, Whose students 
are always coming around and 
asking the boys to take them 
across the way to lunch, 

The whole project is run more 
or leas on a co-operative basis. 
Mhaw, acting as treasurer, collects 
the rent money each month and 
pays all the bills, Of the eight 
occupants, one ja a photographer 
and has hia darkroom and studio 
separate from the large studio 
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where the remaining seven work. 
Of this group, one is a cartooniat, 
two apecialize in layouts and de- 
sign, While the others confine their 
activities to ilustrating magazine 
stories and advertisements, Mach 
of the elght le a competent pro- 
fesnional, aw attested by the wide 
acceptance of their work in varie 
our publications such as 0. 
lier's,” “The Baturday Wvening

others, 

Jack Ruge, who as a sergeant 
waa a Combat artist in the Pacific, 
covering Iwo Jima, Okinawa and 
the Navy's carrier strikes againat 
the Japanese mainiand, won the 
coveted Art Director's Award this 
year for dinatinetive editorial art. 
Former Staff Sergeant Robert 
Greenhalgh, who saw action on 
Bougainville and Guam, where he 
made the D-Day landings, won 
this same award for dinstinetive 
editorial art in 1044. 

Others in the group tnelude Fer 
ris, who covered such now famous 
actions as RBougainvilie, Saipan, 
Iwo Jima and Okinawa, Special- 
izing in magazine photography, he 
is currently in Mexico with his 
wife on an assignment from a 
national magasine, 


Art Weithas, who served as art 
director for "Yank" as a techni- 
cal sergeant, specializes in design 
and lay-outs, A former are direo- 
tor for Elisabeth Arden, he has 
the distinction of having brought 
the first job of work into the 
studio, On the day they moved in 
to set up shop he received an as- 
signment to make an advertising 
lay-out on perfume for the Nilsa- 
beth Arden firm.
